the Town and the Sea. Here are 
reſident the Supream Conncil of 
the Islands, the Officers of the 
goods and royall treaſure, a Mint- 
houſe, and the Cathedrall, char 
bath for ſufferance the Biſhoprick, 
of Cuba Portrico, Feneſcula, and the 
Abborſhip of Famecca . Here arc 
alſo Monaſteries of Franciſcans, Do- 
minicans,and Mercenaries;and rwo 
Nunneries , a Grammar-ſchool , 
and an Hoſpirall. 
The people in this City, live in 
oreat plealure,enjoying, beſide the 
toreſaid pleaty of fleth, many ex- 
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cellent fruits all the year long, as 
Bonanoes,Pinc-apples, C uſtard- -ap-

lons, Water-melons, and many 0- 
ther fruits and hearbs, ſtore of Tur- 
keys, and Poultrey .
